This is the first definite an- 
nouncement that action will be 
takem in the case, and, while it is 
not supplemented by full informa- 
tion as to the persons to be appre- 
hended, it clearly indicates that cer- 
tain parties are suspected of having 
caused the death of Shepard, and.

found by chemists wo examined 
the viscera. 

The climax of the case will be 
G nchea when the coroner's jury be- 
gins its deliberation Saturday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, and, if the an- 
nouncement of tonight is carried 
Into execution, several suspects will 
be held prior to the opening. of the 
inguest. 

Expect Developments. 

Fort Valley is in a turmoil of ex- 
citement on the eve of what is prob- 
ably the most: sensational case in 
its history. Interest in the events 


‘is intensified by reason of the fact 


that it is generally felt that star- 
tling developments are certain to 
come in the immediate future. 

According to dispatches from 
Jacksonville and to statements maéde 
by Solicitor General Charles A. Gar- 
rett, Mrs. F. Eugene Elmer, former 
wife of Shepard, will be on hand at 
the inquest, coming from Jackson- 
ville in company with her attorney, 
Charles M. Durrance, 

Word from Macon tonight was to 
the effect that she is expected to 
reach that city by 3 o’clock Satur- 
day morning, eh route to Fort 
Valley. 

Dr. Elmer, it is learned from Jack- 
sonville sources, has stated that he 
is perfectly willing to attend any 
hearing at any .time when he is 
specifically wanted to give testi- 
mony, but that he will not be pres- 
ent at the Fort Valley hearing Sat- 
urday, in view of the fact that he 
has not been asked to attend. 

Whether others who have been 
connected with the case will be 
present is not at this time known.

‘lish Armenian Indepen- 
dence--Appeal of League 
Received by Wilson. 


Geneva, Novémber 26.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—That the Unit- 
ed States would be the best nation 
fo accept the mandate for Armenia 
is the opinion of Lord Cecil Rob- 
who is acting. as one of South 
Africa's delegates to the league of 
nations assembly. as expressed to 
the American newspaper. corre- 
spondents'_ tonight. The United 
States, he added. probably would 
have more influence with Mustapha 
Kemal, the Turkish nationalist 
leader. who is conducting a cam- 
paign against the Armenians, than 
any other nation. 

Only -. $20,000,000 Necensary. 

Lord Robert said $20,000,000 
would supply the necessary assist- 
ance to put Armenia on her feet. 

“T have been advised by good 
military opinion,” he said, “that a 
good deal could be done to save 
Armenia with the expenditure of 
that amount. We have appealed 
to many states and organizations, 
but so far we have had nothing 
but suggestions. “ 

“T think the United States would 
be the best couhtry to solve the 
question, inasmuch as 
that country would have the most 
influence with Mustapha Kemal. 
Twenty million dollars would en- 
able us to organize the military 
expedition necessarv®to establish 
Armenian independence. The mon- 
ey could be regarded as a loan to 
the Armenians state, which could 
be repaid tf the Armenian eco- 
nomic position were established.” 

While refusing to nameethe num- 
ber of troops necesgary. Lord Rob- 
ert stated it would be easy to ob- 
tain a volunteer foree composed 
Armenians and the ms&ationals Of 
neighboring states. ; 

“The Armenians question,” he ex- 
plained, “resolves itself largely in- 
to whether there 1s any government 
or people in the world caring 
enough about Armenia to furnish 
the necessary money for the work,” 

The South African delegate avoid- 
ed the question of a possible re- 
vision of the Turkish treaty as a 
means for serving Armenia. He 
believed that subject was being 
taken up by the assembly. - 

Assembly Work of Value. 

After ‘declaring that the work 
of the assembly had been extraor- 
dinarily successful, Lord Robert 
continued: 

“No one foresaw that the as- 
sembly would become a corporate 
body with. real life in it. The as- 
sembly, above all, has a genuine 
belief in its own utility and re- 
gards itself, and rightly so, as the 
supreme international authority, so 
far as such authority can exist. 

“I think the assembly wiil do 
something of great value. It will 
accept the international court of 
justice: will pass on the admission 
of members, and I hope it will take 
a large and generous view of that 
subject—and it will review’ the 
present international situation and 
the work of the council. {Not the 
least encouraging symptom. is that 
the assembly fs taking things very 
seriously.” 

Lord Robert expressed the hope 
that there would be one woman 


member of each delegation. but 
said this was not possible for the 
first sessions? He indicated that 
the assembl would make no 
change in the dura' 
dates. saying: “Mand 
in effect, trusts, and 
tories should not be changed unless 
the trust fails.”

night in the physician’s room at the 
Hotel Albert, on East Eleventh 
street, until the furniture was up- 
set and smashed, the entire hotel 
aroused and Burkhardt seriously in- 
jured. The physician received sev- 
eral minor slashes. 

Both are under arrest, charged 
with felonioug, assault. Burkhardt 


is in St. Vincent's hospital. The 
police said that the men fought as 
the result of preemptory notice 
served on Dr. McElroy by Burk- 
hardt that his attentions to a nurse 
with whom Burkhardt was  ac- 
quainted must cease at once.

What represents probably an un- 
precedented drop in the local whole- 
sale poultry, flour and feedsttffs 
market was yesterday reported by, 
the state bureau of markets, which 
supplies quotations to The Consti- 
tution on general commodities here. 

Probably the greatest decline oc- 
curred in poultry prices, stags and 
hens dropping from 28 cent8 to 20 
cents per pound, a net reduction 
of 8 cents per‘pound. Turkeys and 
friers followed closely with a drop. 
from 40 and 42 cents per pound to 
35 cents. Live roosters dropped 
from 20 cents per pound to 15 cents, 
a net reduction of 5 cents. 


FEDERAL TROOPS 


the greatest drop' 
occurred in flour prices, sacks ot | 
48 pounds each, by barrels, dropping 
from $12.26 to $10.90; 24-pound 
sacks, by *barrels, reduced from 
$12.50 to $11.20. Cornmeal also 
showed a: 25-cent drop on 9$6-pound 
sacks, being reduced from $3 to 
$2.75. Granulated sugar _ prices 
were reported at 10 cents per 
pound. 

Sweet potatoes and Irish potatoes 
kept close together in price re- 
ductions, the former dropping’ from 
$2.25 per hundredweight, to $2, and 
the latter from $4.75 to $4.50 per 
hundredweight. Florida grapefruit 
dropped from $4.25 to $3.25. 

In the feedstuffs market mixed 
stock feed, in ton lots, dropped from 
$60 and $70 to $55 and $66. No. 3 
oats showed a reduction from 82 
to 78 cents per bushel, a net drop 
of 4 cents per bushel. Corn, No. 2,

Cotton seed 
hulls dropped $2 per ton, falling

No. 1 timothy hay, per ton, for- 
merly selling at $45, is now $44.

A $5 drop was 
shown in grey shorts in ton lots,

Charleston, W. Va., .November 26, 
Governor John J. Cornwell announc- 
ed here tonight that he had asked 
the government to send federal 
troops into the Mingo county, West 
Virginia, coal stfike zone, and acded 
that as soon as the soldiers took 
charge he would ask Fresident Wil- 
son to declare martial law. 

‘ederal troops eontrolled the 
Mingo region for sometime, but were 
withdrawn about six weeks. azo, 
when the situation quieted down. 
Since that’ time many disorders 
have occurred, a nuinber of persons 
have been shot and killed, and gangs 
of unidentified men have attacked 
coal properties, 

The state government is totally 
unable tO cope with the situation 
in Mingo county, the governor said, 
“I hope with all my heart,” he add- 
ed, “that martial law will be de- 
clared immediately after an investi- 
gation has been made, but I am 
totally unable to venture an opin- 
ion upon what eventual military 

The governor said that he had 
conferred with Mingo county offi- 
cials on the situation a week ago, 
when he made the request for the 
troops and that they had expressed 
the opinion that the soldiers could 
handle the situation without mar- 
tial law. In his statement tonight 
the governor said he did not concur 
in that view, “for the time of tem- 
porizing is past.” ;

' tiled Friday afternoon and will be 
/presented to congress in December 


as a basis esimate for the rivers and 
harbors bill for the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1, 1921. 

Savannah harbor is listed for the 
largest item in the recommendations 
for Georgia with a fund amounting 
to $1,162,000. This project is 52 per 
cent completed, states the report. 
The other Georgia projects listed 
are: 

Georgia Projects. 

Savannah river, below Augusta, 
$36,500; inland waterway, Savannah 
to Fernandina, Fla. $85,500; Sapelo 
harbor, $6,000; Darien harbor, $6,000; 
Saltillo river, $2,500; St. Mary’s 
river, $15,500; Altamaha river, $18,- 
000; Oconee river, $27,000; Ocmulgee 
river, $41,000; Brunswick harbor, 
$200,000: Flint river, $35,000; Chat- 
river, $100,000; Coosa 
river, Georgia and Alabama, $40,000. 

An‘appropriation of $8,000 is asked 


‘for Wappoo cut, S. C., the first link 
jin the 


inland waterway between 
Charleston and Savannah. A {otal 
of $72,739 has been expended to date 
on this project. 

Appropriations aggregating $1,- 
162,000 are asked for improvements 
and maintenance of the Savannah 
harbor for the next fiscal year, new 
work to cost $662,000, maintenance 
$500,000. There is an unexpended 
balance for maintenance only of 
$486,360.58. 

The expenditures under the exist- | 
ing project were $2,322,894.66 for 
new work and $2,427,755.52 for main- 
tenance, a total of $4,750,650.18. 

The report contains no recommen- 
dations for additional funds for im- 
provement of the Savannah river at 
Augusta as there is available an un- 
expended balance of $6,292 on the 
river above the city. 

The Savannah Harbor, 

Concerning the Savannah harbor, 


‘the report says: 


“Since the improvement was in- 
augurated freight rates.have dimin- 


ished subsequent to 1896 from 30 
to 50 per cent, according to com- 
modity, but this is not all attributa- 
ble to harbor improvements, as 
there. have been other contributing 
causes. Commerce of the port has 
largely increased in tonnarge and 
value. Funds now available at Sa- 
vannah will be exhausted by Apri) 
1 next. The appropriation of $1,- 
162,000 asked for the fiscal year, 
1922, will also care for work con- 
templated for April, May and June, 
> Rag 

An appropriation of $85,500 is 
asked for the waterway between 
Beaufort, S. C., and St. Johns river; 
Florida, connecting Savannah, Sa- 
pelo, Darien, Brunswick and Fer- 
nandina harbor, as well as the riv- 
ers of Georgia which flow into the 
Atlantic ocean. 

For Sapelo Harbor, Ga., $6,000 is 
asked for dredge work, while for 
Darien harbor, $6,000; for Satilla 
river, $2,500; for St. Marys river in 
Georgia, and Florida $15,500. 

Appropriations aggregating $86,- 
000 are recommended for the Alta- 
maha river system. For the Alta- 
maha proper, $18,000 is asked; for 
the Oconee river, $23,000; for the 
Ocmulgee river, $41,000. 

The engineer recommends an ap- 
propriation of $200,000 for Bruns- 
wick harbor for the fiscal year, 
$150,000 for new work, and $50,000 
for maintenance. There is already 
a balance available for this harbor 
of $500,000. 

The Flint river is recommended 
for $35,000 for the fiscal year. There 
is already available for mainte- 
nance $14,908.72. 

For .the Chattahoochee river in 
Georgia and Alabama, $100,000 is 
asked ‘in addition to the available 
balance of $35,676. Most of the 
contemplated improvements will be 
in the vicinity of Columbus, it is 
stated. 

An appropriation of $40,000 is 
asked for the Coosa river in eGor- 
gia and Alabama. There is already 
available for this project $37,921. 
For the locks and dams of tune Cvv- 
sa river, the usual continuing ap- 
propriation will be made. 

Harbor and waterway improve- 
ment and maintenance for the en- 
tire country will require appropri- 
ations of $78,207,665 for the fisca’' 
year of 1921, according to the re- 
port. 

It is recommended a rivers and 
harbors bill total of $57,206,715, 

pplemented by sundry and civil 
ifems aggregating $10,982,950 for 
continuing contracts and other 
items in other money bills.

Mr. Bruffey developed as a sport- 
in writer and editor as fully and 
brilliantly as he had in the depart- 
ment of news-gathering and to him 
belongs the credit of establishing 
the sporting page of The Constitu- 
tion, the first exclusive sporting 
page, perhaps, that had up to that 
time, been run by a southern daily. 

He continued in charge of the 
sporting department for about ten 
years, when his health became so 
delicate that he was retired on a 
life pension, given him in appre- 
ciation of his years of loyal and 
brilliant service. For the past few 
years, though active only at his own 
option, Mr. Bruffey has contributed 
many stories to this paper, cover- 
ing some of the great national 
sporting events, and writing re- 
miniscently of the events that trans- 
pired during his half-century of life 
in Atlanta.

He explained the department's

ed blackmail.” Meehan testified, 
hdwevér, he had received no instruc- 
tions to halt the investigation and 
that {jt was still open. 

Meehand had testified previously, 
but he was recalled by the commit- 
tee after’ Sands had repeated his 
allegation that Bolling and Sisler 
were involved in the division of the 
money, the proceeds of notes given 
to him by Wallace Downey. .

DECATUR CAR SUIT 
CASE NEARS CLOSE 


Judge Hutcheson An- , 


nounces Hearing Will Be 


Concluded Today--Argu- 


ments Will Be Heard. 


Today will see the completion of 
the hearing of the injunction suit of 


the city of Decatur against the 
Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany to forestall the company’s ef- 
fort to charge a 7-cent fare on the» 
main Decatur trolley line, according 
to the annoyncement made at the 
adjournment of Friday’s hearing by 
Juaiges John B. Hutcheson, of the 
Stone Mountain. circuit, before 
whom the matter is being threshed 
out. 

The hearing, which was begun 
Friday morning, will be resumed 
Saturday morning-at 9 o’clock in the 
offices of the law firm of Rosser, 
Slaton, Phillips and Hopkins, in the 
Grant building, and will continue 
through the day until completion, 
according to the statement of the 


presiding judge. 

The law firm in whose offices the 
hearing is being held, together with 
the firm of Colquitt and Conyers 
and Attorney J. Prince Webster, are 
representing the power company in 
the litigation, while the municipal- 
ity of Decatur is being represented 


by Judge Frank Harwell and At- 
torney J. Howell Green. 


Harwell. Will Argue. 


The adjournment Friday came be- 
fore the completion of the opening 
argument of Judge Harwell, and he 
will resume Saturday morhing. 
There are three more arguments to 
be heard, 

The city of Decatur is basing its 
ciaims against the proposed raise 
on a contract with the power com- 
pany for a perpetual d-cent fare, 
and the corporation contends that 
the contract is null and void be- 
cause it is discriminatory, confisca- 
tory and non-compensatory, and also 
because it was made as a settlement 
of a damage suit. 

Documentary evidence introduced 
Friday morning included a copy of 
the contract between the city of 
Decatur and the power company 
made in 1903; a copy of proceedings 
before the railroad commission 
when the traction company was 
making its fight for increased fares, 
the commission denying the raise on 
the Decatur line eon the ground that 
it held no jurisdiction there; also a 
copy of the mandamus proceedings 
action brought by the company to 
compél the power company to take 
action, in which the supreme court 
upheld the Decatur contract. 


Arkwright’s Affidavit. 


An affidavit from Preston S. Ark- be 


wright, president of the power com- 
pany, was introduced by counsel for 
the company, asserting that the cost 
of transporting passengers between 
Decatur and Atlanta is 9 cents per 
passenger. 

The situation with regard to the 
Decatur injunction against’ the 
company is the same as that which 
exists between the city of College 
Trark and the power company, with 
the exception of the fact that the 
College Park injunction is not an- 


swered by the power claim that the 
contract for perpetual 5-cent fare 


was the result of a damage suit.

What the Stars Predict 


No Basis for Borrell’: Charge 
That U. S. Agents Trail. Farmers 


. | BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


Washington, November 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Federal officials here declare 
there is no basis in fact for the 
charges made by Charles F. Barrett, 
of Georgia, president of the Na- 
tional Farmers’ union, that govern- 
ment agents are endeavoring to 
“spot” and arrest farmers who hold 
their products off the markets. 

This charge was directed specific- 


ally at the western section of the 
country, and I have made a careful 
investigation to see if there’ were 


any evidences to sustain it, and find 
to the contrary that instead of dis- 
couraging the proposal to hold for 
better markets, the banks generally, 
even the government depositories, 
are aiding, in every consistent and 
legitimate, way, the producers in 
getting a fair valuation for their 
products. 
Agitators a Menace. 

“The great trouble,” said a west- 
ern banker to me, “the whole coun- 
try is full of ‘political farmers’ and 


agitators who have the actual pro- 
ducers caught in cross-currents of 
opinion until half of them don’t 
know what to do or how to do it. 
There are more different kinds of 
farm organizations, and alleged 
farm organizations, than there are 
characters in the Chinese alphabet, 
and some of them are run by men 
who know about as little about 
farming as a spinster knows about 
raising children. 


“The facts are the producers of 
Kansas are in generally good con- 
dition, and most of them are suffi- 
ciently independent to withhold 


from the market their cash crop 
products if they so desire without 
material aid from banks. Those 
that meed banking aid are getting 
it, if they are in a position to do 
safe business; and even the repub- 
licans in this state, where democ- 
racy is negligible, do not encourage 
the attacks that are being made by 
ils agitators or Secretary Hous- 
on. 


“The federal reserve system has 
been the greatest blessing to agri- 
cultural interests this section has 
ever known, as represented by ¢he 


enormous increase in farm values, 
and per capita wealth among the 
producing classes during the past 
six years. It is encouraging the 
wheat growers now—of which I am 
cne, and a large one—in every way 
it legitimately can, and any talk to 
the contrary is pure buncombe.” 


History of Wheat Prices. 
Discussing the history of high 
wheat prices this banker continued: 
“Tt will be recalled that when the 
government, through congress, fix- 
ed the price of wheat at $2 a bushel, 


it represented at the then prevailing 
prices of labor and supplies an ex- 
ceedingly liberal profit. The pro- 
ducers, however, asked that it ap- 
ply to the preceding year’s crop, 
then in the elevators and in proc- 
ess of harvesting, and it was grant- 
ed. It must be recalled that the 
crop referred to was produced on 
a basis of market.valuations much 
less than the fixed price. It was un- 
derstood at the time, or. should 
have been understood by any intel- 
ligent producer, that in the recon- 
struction period following the war 
ha like all other commodities 
would have to undergo a market re- 
adjustment on the basis of normal 
supply and demand in peace times, 
and the government has been more 
than just and liberal in its attitude 
to farmers by its failure to precip- 
itate any sudden or arbitrary ac- 
tion, thus permitting a gradual re- 
adjustment of new conditions during 
the more than two years since the 
armistice, 


“The deflation in wheat. hogs, 
beef, hides—in fact, everything pro- 
duced—has, of course, lost the farm- 
ers of this section millions of dol- 


lars, based upon former prices, but 
that is not a correct way to look 
at it. In striking a normalcy the 


losses must be distributed from pro- 
ducer to consumer, everybody 
along the line sharing a legitimate 
part, and until there is co-operation 
among all interests involved, not 
alone from the elevator to the bak- 
er’s oven, but from the growing 
raw product. to the family table or 
the feed bin; there will be misunder- 
standings and ‘unrest, fanned by 
agitators and radicals. " 


“What we need and must have in 
the present situation is a business- 
like and sympathetic co-ordination 


all along the line, starting with the 
farmer and ending with the con- 
sumer. 

“Banks must be a part of that 
system. The mill men and mer- 
chants must be partners. Farmers 
need not market all their products 
at one time, but watch the markets, 


and keep them going in a way that 
no stringency will be felt either by 
themselves or by those dependent 
upon those products. In that way 
they can make legitimate profits, 
for there is not a banker in Kansas 
who will not help a conservative, 
well-meaning producer if he can, 
and assist him in seeing that the 
natural deflations from a war to a 
peace basis are 80 distributed that 
he shall not bear more than his part 
of the burdens of readjustment. And 
even at present prices, considering 
abnormal costs of production, the 
producers will not lose in actual 
cash anything like the amounts the 
publie is led to believe by farm agi- 
tators and radicals who feed on rev- 
olutionary thought.” 
The Rule of Conservatism. 

I have given this statement, made 
to me by a prominent wheat grow- 
er, rancher and banker, as an il- 
lustration of the conservative 
thought among the larger pfoduc- 
ers of Kansas. 

I know that the farmers in the 
eastern Colorado, Kansas and Mis- 
souri belt are apparently in good 
shape financially and otherwise. I 
hear that the great plains are al- 
ready green with the winter cover 
crops, and there is no evidence of 
the “poverty-stricken conditions’ 
about which so much has recently 
been written and said. 

In eastern Wyoming and western 
Colorado, particularly in the famous 
sugar beet- belt between Cheyenne 
and Denver, I am told the condi- 
tions are not so good. Sugar beets, 
of course, have felt the effect of de- 
pression in refined sugar perhaps 
more acutely than any other prod- 
uct has felt-similar depressions. And 
vet the producers are marketing 
their product without hesitancy, 
and, I hear, will make an even 
break at Jeast, and a 
product in most instances. 
are thousands of tons of beets 
being loaded along the Union 
cific. 

Bankers and business men in this 
section of the United States are 
hopeful of conditions. 


Let South-West Combine. 
There is a distinct bond of rela- 
tionship between the western part 
of the country and the old south 


that is drawing them closer all the 
time. Kansas will watch with Keen 
interest the new national admin- 
istration, and if it does not meas- 
ure up in its beneficent results to 
the agricultural interests, predom- 
inant in this state, as well as the 
democratic administration that has 
been so fruitful of cdnstructive 
nation-wide legislation, then the 
pendulum will begin to swing back 
even in that G. O. P. stronghold. 

There is‘’a distinct feeling among 
demcorats that the south and agri- 
cultural .west and southwest should 
form a strong coalition before the 
next general election, discuss the 
idea of boss-rule in the east, and 
nominate a western man for presi> 
dent, a southern man for vice pres- 
ident,.and go in to win!

If inoculation with the virus of 
cowpox (vaccination) is a real pre- 
ventive of smallpox, why are not 
the health authorities more strin- 
gent about vaccinating every seven 
years, as I understand after that 
period the subject is again suscept- 
ible? (Query of A F.) 

The seven-year notion is about as 
sensible as the conception of 
“seven-year itch, or the supersti- 
tion that broken bones “Knit” on 
the sevénth or ninth or some other 


mystic day, or the tradition that a 
young mother should remain in bed 
until or not remain in bed after the 
ninth day, or the popular fallacy 
that a fever “turns” or a crisis 
comes on the ninth or tWenty-first 


day. 

Inoculation with the virus of 
cowpox is an unscientific, always 
risky procedure, because we do not 
know what the virus is or what it 
contains. Unquestionably - acci- 
dental infection in connection with 
it has brought about some tragic 
deaths. Unquestionably it subjects 
the child to a certain risk. Not- 
withstanding all this, I like to keep 
myself, my children and all who

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| Ed Braffey’s Work - 
As Reviewed by SamSmall 


BY SAM W. SMALL. | 
When Ed Bruffey came to Atlanta 
in 1877 he did not just “blow in.” 
He came on purpose. He had set 
his heart upon 
. being a newspa- 
per man. In his 
home city of 
Harrisonburg, up 
in the Shenan- 
Paw; doah valley of 
al, Virginia, he had 
mii cotten the taste 
of the trade in 
fihis mouth by do- 
ing odd jobs of 
local reporting 
on the town 
weekly paper. 
That taste never 
dad, but 
hungrily 
all the 
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long years of his career. . 
But Harrisonburg was not then 
the bustling, beautiful modern city 


that it is today. Yt was a wan, 
dering village, slowly recovering 
from the ravages of the civ- 
il war—one of those valley 
towns that Grant ordered Sher- 
idan to reduce to ruins and 
leave without food for even a 
foraging crow. The chances there 
for a newspaper career were not 
inviting to an ambitious youth, 


Bruffey had heard a call from 
a far-off field. He had met and 


talked with people from Atlanta 
and they had sung to him the 
praises of the resurgent Phenix 
city of the new south. .They blew 
the famous Atlanta horn in his ear 
and he answered like the foxhound 
eager for the chase. He turned his 
eyes and toes toward the Mecca of 
his hunger and his hopes, and soon 
reached Atlanta, hunting for a job. 

Colonel Marcellus E. Thornton, 
then famed in Atlanta as birdeater 
and item Ccout, and recently wedded 


to a ready-made fortune, had just 
purchased the afternoon Post-Ap- 
peal from Colonel Caldwell and was 
pressing his bet to scoop the jour- 
nalistic field in the Gate City. 
Thornton was a rubber-tired op- 
portunist himself and _ Bruffey’s 
confident claim that he could “make 
good” on any scent that he might 
be sent, appealed to him, so ke took 
Bruffey on for “police” and “per- 
sonals,” and Bruffey did make good. 


It was then that I met him face 
to face on the grand rounds of-the 
courts and hotel lobbies. He 


Quickly demonstrated that abil- 
ity that has always been one of his 
best assets—the indefatigable will- 
ingness to “get there” at any cost 
of pains and shoe leather and get 
all there was to be gathered that 
would make the story. He never 
tired and never slept when there 
was any news in reach that he was 
sent to get. 

In the course of his work he 


came into contact with Captain 
Evan P. Howell, then the most pop- 
ular and influential man in Atlan- 
ta, who had recently taken over 
the controlling interest in The Con- 
stitution. Bruffey conceived an 
immediate and intense admiration 
for the genial and generous cap- 
tain, and ever after had a faithfu) 
devotion to him. The Constitu- 
tion’s staff was Bruffey’s real envy. 
To get on it was his ill-concealed 
passion and his chance soon ar- 
rived, for all of us who “were in 
the game” recognized in him a val- 
uable asset to any newspaper. 

In the autumn of the state con- 
stitutional convention assembled in 


Atlanta and Captain Howell took 
on Bruffey and from that hour he 
became the perennial figure on the 
force that he was up to the end of 
his long and memorable career. 


He had a natural “nose for 
news’—the invazuabdDle equipment 


for a first-class reporter. That he 
was a ready and reliable reporter 
became his fame speedily through- 
out the city, the state and far 
afield: He took little from hear- 
say. He insisted on getting he 
scene and digging out the fac to 
the bottom. My son, Robert, who 
has become one of the notable press 
correspondents of the times, began 
his training under Bruffey as a 
volunteer aid, and one of the things 
that Bruffey drilled into him was 
to be complete and accurate as to 
the facts in every case. Bruffey 
was warmly attached to Robert and 
to no one will Bruff’s passing 
bring an acuter sorrow than to 
“Bob.” 

' There was no envy in the make- 
up of Bruffey. He rejoiced in 


whatever good work any of us did 
to give value and fame to “The 
Consti.” The paper was his in- 
alienable sweetheart and for it he 
would undertake any adventure and 
endure any labor or _ sacrifice. 
Praise for his own work ‘or un- 
earned promotion he did not covet, 
Sut he was always eager to know 
vhether in any given case or po- 
‘ition he was giving satisfaction 
‘o “the boss.” He would frequent- 
* y amuse me by the naive way he 
would fish to find out whether he 
had “made good” and it was a real 
nleasure to assure him and see the 
smiling satisfaction that would il- 
luminate his face. 

Henry Grady, as managing editor 
of The Constitution, came to rely 
upon Bruffey for the big scoops 
and human interest stories that at- 
tended both local and exterior 
breaks, such as murders, cyclones, 
moonshine wars, duels and other 
sensational occurrences. He al- 
ways, if available, jumped Bruffey 
onto the job with a carte blanche 
and Bruffey never let any other 
reporter beat him to it and bring 
away a better story. Readers of 
The Constitution and exchanges 
generally came to rely upon the 
validity of his work, and when it 
became the fad to print news stories 
under the writer’s name “By E. C. 
Bruffey” became a trade-mark in 
The Constitution’s columns. 

If it can be said of Bruffey that 
he had “a peculiar talent” then it 
was for delineating sporting events. 
When Henry Grady successfully un- 
dertook the promotion of inter- 
city professional haseball in the 
south he assigned Bruffey to the 
work of reporting the movement 
and its particular events. In that 
pursuit Bruffey discovered his me- 
tier and from that experience de- 
veloped through the years his ac- 
knowledged mastery of the ins and 
outs of baseball, pugilism, racing 
and athletic events of any fashion. 
He came to know the premiers in 
all lines of sport, and went far and 
wide to write graphic stories of the 
big events. 

Bruffey was always shy of under- 
taking social, political or religious 
news excursions. He was eminently 
a he-man’s reporter and was at his 
best on the uncommon things that 
accentuate the commonplace in daily 
life. In that faculty and facility 
he was without any peer known 
to me. 

Others paying tribute to his un- 
doubted journalistic genius may 
mention particular instances of 
achievement, but I must refrain 
from citing such in this relation. 
because 8o many of them would 
clamor for rehearsal. 

It is enough for me to say that 
for over forty years Ed and I bore 
to each other a unchangeable 
friendship and nothing that could 
affect his welfare in al] that time 
was alien to me. Once he would 
give you his faith and friendship, 
he would be loyal to the uttermost. 
Friendly to everybody whom he did 
not discover to be an ass or 4 ras- 
cal, generous always beyond his 
ability to be an almoner, faithful 
in every confidence reposed in him, 
there are few men, however high in 
office or honor, who could wear so 
well in daily usage and prove truer 
and more to be trusted than “good, 
old Ed Bruffey.” God rest his

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JUDGE A. J: COBB 
QUITS THE BENCH 


Blanton Fortson, of Ath- 
ens, Appointed to Suc- 

» ceed Him on the Western 
Judiciat Circuit. 


—— 


Declaring that hé desired to re- 
turn to the active practice of law 
and that judicial duties were begin- 
ning to injure his health, Judge An- 
drew J. Cobb, one of the most prom- 
inent jurists of the state, resigned 
Friday as judge of the western ju- 
dicial. circuit of Georgia, effective 
January 16, 1921, and Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey immediately ap- 
pointed Blanton Fortson, of Athens, 
to succeed him. 

While Judge Cobb's resignation 
came as a distinct surprise to ev- 
eryone, it has been known for some 
time that he had the question under 
consideration several months ago 
and dismissed it at the request of 
a number of friends. In January, 
1917, Governor Nat E. Harris ap- 
pointed Judge Cobb, who first re- 
fused to accept the appointment, 
but later changed his decision with 
some hesitation. 

Letter of Resignation. 

In his letter enclosed with his res- 
ignation to Governor Dorsey, Judge 
Cobb stated that the western circuit 
is the largest in population, except 
that of Atlanta, and it embraces 
seven counties, which require a total 
of regular terms practically nine 
months each year. . 

“The work of the circuit has not 
seriously affected my health up to 
this time, though I am conscious 
that it is beginning to wear upon 
me,” he stated. “I am in _ better 
health than I have been in years, 
and I have had the Inglination for 
some time to return to the active 
practice of law, and I have con- 
cluded to yield to this inclination. 

‘“T think this is a wise course to 
be pursued for a man of my age, to 
change from the onerous duties of 
the bench, especially of a circuit of 
the character I have described, to 
the less owerous duties of the bar 
and exercise the effort that may be 
necessary to lay by in store for the 
years of diminished capacity to la- 
bor, rather than be borne down by 
the duties and responsibilities of 
public life until the work of one’s 
profession cannot’ again be taken 
up anew, and due regard to the pub- 
lic and self-respect would require 
a retirement from a position whose 
full duties could mot be fully: per- 
formed,” he continued. . 

Will Continue Active. 

In retiring from public office, 
Judge Cobb declared he did not wish 
the impression to be created that he 
intended to cease to take an active 
interest in public affairs. “I do not 
know that I could restrain myself 
in the future if I were to make the 
attempt,” he said. “Evert during the 
time of my occupancy of the bench 
I let only the matter of judicial 
propriety restrain me in regard to 
participation in public affairs.” 

Judge Cobb is one of the ablest 
jurists of the state. He has servéd 
as judge of the western circuit since 
1917. He was born in Athens, April 
12, 1957. His parents were Howell 
and Mary Ann Cobb. 

is father served ag governor of 
eorgia, speaker of the national 
house of representatives, escretary 
of the treasury in the cabinet of 
President Buchanan, and major gen- 
éral in the Confederate army. 

Judge Cobb is a graduate the 
University of Georgia, class of 1876. 
He practiced law in this city until 
1897 when he was elected to the su- 
preme court of Georgia remaining 
in office until 1907, when he re- 


turned to Athens where he has prac- 
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hoger law since with the exception 
of the time he has served on the 
superior eourt bench. 
lanton Fortson, who was ap- 
pointed to succeed -‘Judge Cobb, is 
a well-known lawyer having prac- 
ticed law in Atlanta before coming 
to Athens. He has iived here for a 
flumber of years and has met with 
success in.his profession. 
has held the office of city 
attorney for a number of years, and 
is also assistant division counsel of 
the Southern Railway company. He 
is an alumnus of the University of 
Georgia and connected with a num- 
ber of business enterprises.

Miss Louise Rainey will be on the 
platform dressed in native Chinese 
costume, The dress of the Chinese 
is so different from that of 
the Japanese, that it will be inter- 
esting to see an American girl in 
this costume. 

The pastor will exhibit some 
heathen idols presented to him by 
converts to Christianity. He will 
tell the story of the convertion of 
some notable characters. In this 
address he will continue his descrip- 
tion of his travels in the far east, 
covering the interesting and some- 
times amusing customs and man- 
ners. 


Mounting Crime Wave 
Brings Distressing 
Conditions in Jails 


A considerable increase in crime, 
together with unfortunate condi- 
tions in many of the county jails 
of Georgia incidental to the over- 
crowded condition of the jails, was 
indicated in the report made Fri- 
day to the board of public welfare 
by Boyce M. Edens, special agent 
of the board, who investigated 
jails in the eight counties of middle 


Georgia. 

“One large county jail,” Mr. 
Edens stated in his report, “was 
crowded to such an extent as to 
make it almost insufferable for 
the prisoners. The warden is to 
be congratulated on his efforts to 
make living conditions possible for 
the prisoners. There were more 
than four to each cell, and no cell 
ought to have more than two. Men 
were sleeping in droves on the 
floors in halls and corridors. Not 
only were the prisoners extremely 
uncomfortable, and novices thrown 
in contact with hardened offend- 
ers, but there was danger of an 
epidemic wiping out the jail pop- 
ulation. 

‘This jail offcrs a somewhat 

overdrawn picture of conditions in 
the jails of all the counties visited. 
One hundred and four federal pris- 
oners were serving short sentences 
in this jail, which made _ it so 
crowded. The state of Georgia long 
since determined that county jails 
were to serve only for detaining 
prisoners awaiting trial, and the 
federal government should be 
brought up to this standard. 
“The most distressing condition 
of.the entire inspection trip was 
in the almshouse of one rich 
county. The interior was filthy. 
The bedding was unclean and 
swarming with bedbugs. Inmates 
had open sores infested with flies. 
Some had not had a bath in vears. 
“In another jail I- arrived shortly 
after an escape by three prisoners 
on a blanket rope that was still 
dangling from the window. There 
was one woman prisoner in jail, 
and she was sweePing up coal dust 
in a desperate attempt to get 
enough fire to keep her warm.”

FOR STATE ROAD WORK 


Conference : Held to Plan 
Construction of Highways 
in U. S. Reservation. 


; 


A campajgn for obtaining fed- 
eral funds for immediate expendi- 
ture in the construction of roads 
and paths in government forest res- 
ervations in north Georgia was 
launched at a conference of federal, 
state and county officials in the of- 
fice of Secrteary of State S. Guyt. 
McLendon Friday. 

More than 100,000 acres in the 
mountain regions of Georgia is 
owned by the United States govern- 
ment as a national forest park, 
which is devoid of .roads and paths, 


and the purpose of the conference 
yesterday was to devise plans to 
obtain part of. the $19,000,000 ap- 
propriation for improving such res- 
ervations, - 

In the beginning, the officials 
will concentrate upon the road from 
Dahlonega, in Lumpkin county, to 
Blue Ridge, Fannin county, as this 
highway will reach through the 
heart of the reservation. Senator 
William J. Harris and Congressmen 
Gordon Lee and Charles H. Brand 
promised to aid the officials in the 
campaign and will present the mat- 
ter to the next session of congress.

Until that thirteenth round Well- 
ing looked as though h might 
last out the fifteen rounds: He 
was strong and trying to fight, al- 
though Leonard was far too clever 
for him. But a sudden right crack 
on the jaw tumbled him near the 
center of the right. Welling came 
up seasick and tried to fall into 
a clinch, but, Leonard stood him 
off and tried to put over the fin- 
ishing punch. It went over with 
a bang, square on the jaw and 
Welling tumbled half through the 
ropes near Leonard’s corner. He 
was too dazed to wait for a count 
and got up as soon as he coyld 
untwist himself from the lines, to 
run smack into another of the 
champion’s right smashes. Again 
Welling sprawled through the ropes’ 
and almost rolled off the platform. 
And again he got up. The great 
yarden was in a stupendous up- 
roar—thousands of § fight fans 
standing on the chairs, delirious 
with excitement. yelling, croaking, 
imploring Welling to stay and 
save their little bets, or Leonard 
to put. him away on the spot and 
save other bets. 


Welling Defenseless. 


Welling reeled toward the center 
of the ring. His hands up in a 
futile attitude of defense and 
awaited the worst. Leonard, amaz- 
ed by the grit of the western boxer, 
pondered what to hit him with 
next, feinted him wide open again 
and smashed him to the floor for 
a third short count. And when 
Welling came up after that crash 
he showed Madison Square Garden 
a brand of gameness that is sel- 
dom seen in the ring. He wabbled 
toward Leonard trying 4o fall into 
a clinch. * Leonard backed off, 
clouting him with the killing right 
hand that had floored so many 
good strong lightweights before 
this, and to the amazement of 
Welling’s own friends, just could 
not send him down again.

| General Nivelle paid a tribute to 


the bravery of the American women 
in the war and the valor of Ameri- 
can troops. .He felt certain, he said, 
that on the numerous voyages of 
troop ships bearing American sol- 
diers to France, the Mayflower made 
the trip with them in spirit and 
carried her quota of the army of 
democracy. 

The hall was profusely decorated 
with American, British, French, Bel- 
gian and Dutch flags. Police pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent a 
possible repetition of the Fifth ave- 
nue disturbance vyvesterday at the 
Union club over the display of the 
British flag, but no untoward in- 
cident occurred. : 

Harold Spender, delegate from 
England, in an address,«alluded to 
vasious ways in which the United 
States could co-operate in Europe. 
There is much for you to do in 
Europe,” he said. “The chair is 
still waiting for you and the door 
is on the latch. You might help 
France bind her wounds. You 
might save Armenia from the 
massacres that are ever impending. 

“You might even help us solve the 
Irish question.” he added, with a 
smile. “And why not? I see you 
have your Irish question here, too. 
Your windows are broken just as 
ours are. Why should troubles sepa- 
rate us? Let them bring us to- 
gether this time.”

Washington, November 26.—In 
preventing the Western Union Tel- 
egraph company from connecting 
its cable line between Miami and 
Miami Beach, Fla., the navy de- 
partment simply iS co-operating 
with the secretary of war at the re- 
quest of the state department. the 
District of Columbia supreme court 
was informed today by Acting Sec- 
retary Woodbury. 

This information was given the 
court in the answer by the navy 
department to the rule issued by 
Justice Stafford requiriag the de- 
partment to show cause why it 
should not be enjoined from inter- 
fering with the telegraph company 
in connecting the cable. 

Mr. Woodbury pointed out that 
Secretary Baker had revoked the 
permit granted the company for 
connecting the cable lines and that 
the navy had taken the necessary 
steps to prevent the carrying out 
of the work by the company be- 
cause it considered that the com- 
pany was without legal authority 
to continue the work. 

Counsel for the company’ argued 
that the president was without au- 
thority to interfere in the laying 
of cables and that it could legally 
proceed with the work regardless 
of the revocation of the permit as 
nted by Secretary Baker. 
Further argument was continued 
by the court until Tuesday to per- 
mit the navy department to as- 
certain the causes which actuated 
Secretary Baker in revoking the

running plays. Rex. Wray, the di- 
minutive Penn reliable, played the 
game of his life all the way through. 
He proved himself a capital mud- 
horse and was always a menace to 
the Cornell punts because he wa 
liable to run them back for big dis 
tances

He almost always eluded the ends 
who went sliding around past him. 


He would-get by at least two or 
three men before being brought 
down. Penn's generalship was also 
first-class, especially in the use of 
the forward pass, from the very 
outset of the game. Penn's line 
took care for the most part of all 
Cornell's close formation plays and, 
as the game progressed, one was re- 
minded of the difficulty which Yale 
experienced with her attack in both 
the Harvard and Princeton contests. 


The days of plays tied up close be- 
hind the center of the line is over 
and a team that does not possess a 
greater radius for attack will never 
be successful. Heisman’s plays 
had this broader radius in the sec- 
ond half and struck outside of 
tackle with real effect. It was evi- 
dent that a great deal of time had 
been spent upon these plays. In

On Easy. Stock Market

New York, November 26.—Today’s stock market was like that of 
Wednesday and Tuesday, with one exception. There was less urgent 
selling in the market as a whole However, as soon as the market 
opened weak spots developed in Atlantic Gulf, Sinclair Oil, Crucible, 
United Fruit.

Bt 
To close observers it is now apparent that more liquidation such 
as occurred in the Ryan stocks and in General Motors is overhanging 
the market, and’ that there will be no sustained recovery until this 
_ liquidation has been completed. Pools as well as individuals are being 


forced to liquidate speculative holdings. 

In this connection it was learned today that when General Motors 
was declining to last week’s low price under 13, every drop of one 
point meant a loss of $3,000,000 to Durant. The fact that the Durant | 
stock was taken over by strong hands relieved the market from further 
selling. It is believed that before the end of the decline is reached 
similar transactions will occur in other stocks. 


Exports Show Fine Increase. 

Today’s most interesting news development was the publication at 
Washington of the foreign trade figures for the month of October. 
This statement made a surprising showing. On all sides a decrease in 
exports and an increase in imports was expected. What actually hap- 
pened was that exports for October mounted to $752,000,000, which were 
the largest for any month of the year, excepting March, when $819,- 
000,000 was reported. 

For the month of September our exports were only $605,000,000, 
and for October of last year $632,000,000. For August of this year 
our exports were down to $578,000,000. | 

October imports were down to $362,000,000, against $363,000,000 
for this September and $402,000,000 for October of last year. 

Our balance of exports over imports for this October was $390,- 
000,000, the largest of the year.

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him away. Beyond that, she.asks Justice, to which she 
appealed for his life, to prevent him from bothering her 
any more, or interfering with the life of her children. 
Was ever the drama of, husband-and wife more contra- 
dictory than this? 

Would any master of romance have dared to figure 
such an ending to that happy. June wedding’in Kansas 
City fifteen years ago? It was in 1905 that Frances 
Swope was married to Dr. B, Clark Hyde. Mrs. Hyde 
was the niece of Col. Thomas H. Swope, millionaire 
stockman of Kansas City, Mo. She was regarded as a 
splendid “match” by mothers who had marriageable 
sons. And Dr. Hyde, even then a successful physician 
in high standing, was by no means counted lightly in the 
ranks of prospective husbands for the society belles of 
that city. So, everyone agreed, the marriage was a 
happy one. 

In October, 1909, four years and four months after 
the wedding, during which period the couple were- said 
to have lived together ideally as man wife, James 
Moss Hunton, brother of Col. Thomas H. Swope, an heir 
of the vast Swope fortune, died, suddenly. Dr. Hyde 
was the attending physician. A month later Col. Swope, 
his brother, followed him to the grave. Then, in quick. 
succession, three more. of the heirs to the Swope fortune 
succumbed. In each case typhoid fever was the cause, 
and Dr. Hyde the physician attending. The district at- 
torney, secretly exhuming the bodies, made an investi- 
gation. Dr. Hyde was arrested, charged with murder. 

Then came Mrs. Hyde to the forefront of the stage 
on which the accused husband was the leading figure. 
And she } iately eclipsed him. She became thé 
star of this Pripping, real drama, playing her part with 
consummate skill. In the face of the charge that her 
husband had killed her relatives, despite the fact that 
her own family urged her to desert him and leave him 
to the mercy of the public clamor that demanded his 
speedy trial and fife, she stood by him, unwavering, un- 
equivocably, unqualifiedly, his one and only friend and 
supporter, a wife such as a murder trial probably never 
before developed. 
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“Right or wrong, he is my husband,” she told news- 
papermen who questioned her. “My first and unchange- 
able duty is to stand by him. 1 married him for better 
or for worse. | have made my lot. | shall abide by it. 
It is a wife’s duty never to question ner husband, but to 
believe what he says. | do not ask if he is a murderer. 
I have no right to ask that question. No matter what 
he is, he is my husband, and whatever I| have of life, or 
money, belongs to him.” : 

Well, she gave $1,000,000 of her money and yedrs 
of her life defending him. Even when a jury foreman, 
after many trials, said, “We find the defendant guilty 
of murder in the first degree as charged ih the indict- 
ment,” she did not relax her hold upon him. She was 
his life preserver. He-clung to her and in the higher 


' court secured a new trial. 


Throughout the preceding trials fortune favored him, 
strange, uncanny things happened. The state’s principal 
Witness went mad at one trial. A juror left the box 
never to return at another. The trial judge lost his 
mind and was committed to an asylum for the insane at 
a third. Through it all she stuck to him, faithful be- 
yond degree, never relaxing her interest in him, never 
expressing doubt of his innocence, no matter what the 
testimony adduced. 

_ And there was another angle to it. “Acting as de- 
fender of her husband, she was spending the money she 
received from the Swope estates. On the other hand, 
more of the Swope fortune was being spent to prosecute 
him. Thus, matching dollar for dollar, she played out 
her lone hand. Then, one day, it all ended when the 
prosecutor, officially informed of the reversal of the 
verdict of the jury on which Dr. Hyde had been sen- 
tered to 99 years’ imprisonment, arose and _ said, 
dramatically : 

“We cannot keep up the fight against this weman!” 
He pointed to Mrs. Hyde. “Her faith has tied our hands 


.despite our evidence against her husband.” 


Thus, her triumph was complete. She stood alone, 
though, on that day. Relatives had been estranged. 
But even thdugh many condemned her, there was a 
goodly part of the community which held her up as the 
most remarkable example of uxorial fidelity that had 
ever been brought to its attention. 

Now, in a divorce action she has begun in Kansas, 
She charges “extreme cruelty and violence,” and asks 
that she be legally separated forever from the father of 
her two children, from the man she so valiantly and 
loyally defended. She is living apart from him. 

“It could not be avoided,” she says, to those who 
question her at the residence of S. L. Palmer of 4004 
Troost avenue, Kansas City, where she is at present. 

_ But the suit has caused many tongues to wag, remi- 
niscently. And there are some who lay a finger on a 
paragraph of Mrs. Hyde's complaint, which reads as 


“He a Studied words and conduct, tried to 
estrange plaintiff's children and friends from her, and 
has exhibited a sullen, morose and cruel disposition de- 
void of any sentiments of affection, which has caused 
the plaintiff to live in constant fear for the welfare and 
lives of herself and her children.”

HERE are demons 
your medicine cabinet. They are 
iving in wait for you and they 
will get you, toc, if you do not

chain them to the poison bottles where * 


they belong. 

Do not wait for an accident in 
family to give you warning of 
presence, but begin to-day to get ready 
your chains. Go over the bottles in 
your medicine cabinet and se@that the 
polsons are marked so that there is not 
the slightest chance of their being taken 
by mistake. 

Night is the most opportune time for 
the demons who live tn the polson bot- 
tles to get in their work. When you 
neglect to turn on the light because you 
remember just where the medicine for 
indigestion stands, the little imp in the 
hottle of carbolic acid, or morphine, or 
helladonna laughs for joy. He knows 
that some one has changed the position 
of the bottles in the cabinet, and you 
will be likely to take his poison instead 
of the medicine which you seek. 


Now there is a way to outwit these 
demons even tho you do persist in 
finding medicine in the dark. All you 
need do is to stick two pins in cross- 
bones fashion thru the corks of the 
poison bottles. When you remove the 
corks, the pins will tell you immediately 
that the bottle holds poison. 

Of course you should see that each 
bottle has a label on which the kind of 
poison is plainly marked. Some states 
have laws requiring that each polson 
label include also the antidote for the 
poison. If the labels of the poisons in 
your collection, do not have the anti- 
dotes printed thereon, then get to work 
at once and write or print new labels 
whivh include also the antidotes for 
those poisons. You Know in an emet- 
vency, one never can tell exactly just 
what is the one right thing to do. But 
when the right thing stares you in the 
face then there can be no tragic mis- 
takes. 

For your guidance and to make the 
work easier for you, we are listing the 
more common poisons and their anti- 
dotes. Poisons may be divided into 
three classes, corrosive, irritant, and 
nerve poisons, and each of these classes 
requires a slightly different treatment.

Follow with a 
stimulant which may ‘be strong tea arid 
coffee, ammonia, or alcohol. 

Carbolic acid requires a slightly dif- 
ferent treatment. First the mouth of 
the patient should be rinsed with pure 
alcohol. In the case of a grown per- 
son, 3 or 4 tablespoonfuls of alcohol 
mixed with an equal cuant.ty of water 
should be swallowed. Follow this in five 
minutes with two tablespoonfuls of*ep- 
som valts dissolved in a little water. 
Lime water may also be used to rinse

or the strong alkali poisons such as 
caustic soda, potash, and lime, the neu- 
tralizers are vinegar, lemon juice, and 
orange juice. This should be followed 
by oil and stimulants as for the acids. 

The most common of the irritant 
poisons are tartar emetic, blue stone, 
Paris green, lead, corrosive sublimate 
(antiseptic tablets), phosphorus, arsenic 
(rat poisons and other vermin killers), 
The very first 
thing to do for these poisons is to give 
an emetic. Mustard and water, salt and 
water, and lukewarm water in large 
quantities will serve. 

Follow the emetic by the oils and 
stimulants. as for the acid poisons. 
Omit the oil in the phosphorous poison- 
ing, however. 

The nerve poisons are divided into 
two classes, the sleep producers and the 
convulsants. Opium, morphine, laud- 
anum, paregoric, soothing = syrups, 
powders, and chlorodyne belong to the 
first class. The antidote for these is, 
first of all, an emetic. It is important 
that the patient be kept awake. Strong 
coffee, slapping with a wet towel, walk- 
ing up and down are all effective means. 
ir the patient is weak, he should be 
placed in a lying-down position. Arti- 
ficia] respiration may be necessary with 
this type of poisoning. 

The more common cOnvulSants are 
strychnine (more common vermin kil- 
lers) belladonna, and oprussic§ acid. 
Emetics are in order here also, but 
very quick work is necessary, so do not 
wait for something to be prepared. 
Tickle the back of the patient’s throat 
with a finger until vomiting occurs. 
Artificial respiration may be used. 

if you will see that the poison bot- 
Sles in your possession bear these sim- 
ple antidotes, you may be able to save 
a life. When the doctor arrives, it is 
very often too late, you know. Even 
tho yOu may never need to use the 
antidotes, it will be a comfort to know 
that you know what to do in al» 
emergency.

BASKET  go-cart, 
or, in briefer form. 
a baskart, will be 
found most con- 
venient for the 
small baby in the 
small home.

Surely some 
neighbor, relative or friend can supply 
the gear of somebody's worn-out baby 
carriage. 7 
Remove the body and the = springs 
from the old cart and fasten an ordi- 
nary clothes basket to the axles of the 
running gear. For this you will need 
two half-inch strips of wood two 
inches wide and as long as the width of 
the bottom of the basket. Place these 
Strips on the inside of the baskét, one 
at each end, and fasten them to the 
axles with stove bolts thru the holes 
which had been used for the spring 


bolts. 


You may turn this arrangement into a 
bassinet by adding a top to the basket. 
Make this by using parts of four barre} 
heops. Three of these hoops run longi- 
‘\udinally and are nailed together at the 
ends. The fourth hoop is nailed to the 
other three thru the center and holds 
them in place. 


Now cover the entire frame with a 
dainty chintz or plain colored silk or 
marquisette. Pale pink or blue crepe 
will suit the purpose very well, 


When Baby reaches the advanced age 
of one year, the top and the trimmings 
may be removed, and he will have an 
ideal place to play when he is in need 
of fresh air and Mother is too busy to 
look after him. The basket gives him 
plenty of space to move around without 
being strapped, as in the ordinary baby 
carriage. Then, too, there is less dan- 
ger of his tipping over when small sis- 
ter, who is a bit careless, takes him out 
for his morning ride.

Used in this way alone, the basket will 
be a great saver of time and strength.

When a small sliver -or splinter has 
been run into the flesh. a good way to 
remove it is to fill a small bottle with 
very hot water:

Unless the 
eplinter is a very large one it will come 
out of itself after a few minutes of 
this gteaming. Also, much of the sore- 
ness of the wound will be relieved by 
the heat of the steam. 

A good emergency funnel may be made 
in this way: Get an eggshell that is 
perfectly dry and make a hole in the 
smail end of the shell; stand it so that 
the hole will be well over the opening in 
the bottle and fill as vou would with a 
regular funnel. 

According to the department of labor, 
the practice so common among workmen 
in industrial establishments of washing 
their hands in oil or grease causes 
many skin diseases. The grease or oils 
as they come to the factories do not 
contain any bacteria, but they become 
contaminated after being handled by 
employes who have pus infections on 
their hands or arms. A frequent cleans- 
ing of the hands with warm water and 
soap and the wearing of gloves, wher- 
ever possible, is recommended.

How to Grow Bulbs Indoors 
Successfully 


HE very first thing 
to be remembered 
is: Don't buy cheap 
bulbs for forcing. 
They don't pay you 
for the little ex- 
pense and large 
trouble, for no 

tter how little 
trouble you have 
with them, it will 
he large if you 
are not rewarded 
in the end with a 
wealth of blos- 
soms. 


it really is quite 
an easy matter to 


grow bylbs ‘indoors if you apply com- 
monsense attention to the details. If 
you want.a glorious display in January, 
begin now if you are going to plant them 
in soll instead of water. Those requir- 
ing only water and pebbles don't take 
so long to get started. 


Choose your bulbs—hyacinths, narcis- 
sus, tulips, freesias, etc. Instead of 
using soil this time, suppose you try 
the fiber or moss that you can get at 
any florist’s. If it is not damp when 
you get it, put it in water, but tet it 
drain well before you use it. Get some 
charcoal and mix with it. Charéoa) is 
of the véry greatest importance when 
growing bulbs indoors. Place charcoal 
in the bottom of the pot, then the fiber, 
or moss. If you are planting large 
bulbs, such aé hyacinths, narcissus and 
tulips, fill the jar half full of fiber, press 
the buibs firmly ‘down (loosely planted 
bulbs are soon pushed out by their root 


action) and continue to fill the jars sv 


just the tips of the bulbs will peep out. 


Place them in a dark cool plate for 
about six weeks. This will insure good 
strong roots, without which thers will 
not be first-class flowers. Keep an eye 
on them, and do not allow them to get 
dry. Sprinkle with tepid rain water in 
order to keep them moist. It is a good 
idea to plant some of them, then wait 
ten days or two weeks before planting 
the rest. in this way you will have 
blossoms longer.~ You'll be delighted 
with the beauty of these plants in ful! 
bloom during the bleak winter days.

N Sunday afternoon, Sept. 12, a fishing tub 
beating along the west shore of Lake 
Michigan off Racine, Wis., picked up a man 
adrift in a derelict motorboat. He was in col- 
lapse from exhaustion, He was almost nude. 
His body wag all bruised and lacerated. He 
stammered a terrible account of himself. 

He had gone honeymooning by boat with his 
young bride. A lake storm had blown. Their 
motor had gone dead. The boat had turned 
turtle. The man had held the woman in the 
water. The boat had floated bottom up. He 
had Ralf secured her with a chain hanging 
from the centreboard, and, clinging alongside, 
had supported her with his free arm. Thus he 
had kept ber through the night, and she had 
died in his hold, drowned by the endless waves 
that had beaten over them. In the morning 
his gumbed arm had given way and the dead 
woman had slipped down into the depths, Free 
ef his burden, the man had been able to dive 
and right the boat and drift until picked up. 

Here is the disastrous close of a curious story. 
of a whimsical tale of artists’ life fit for 
Murger or Leonard Merrick. 

In Chicago, at the end of an alley near Clark 
and Dearborn Streets, a dingy basement bears 
a sign reading “The Dill Pickle Club.” Inside 
on any night you will find dim lights shinins 
through tobacco smoke, and a company that 
will say Greenwich Village to a New Yorker. 
They are self-styled esthetes who lean on tea 
tables and give point to the quip of Iconoclast 
Brant, that “ people catch pneumonia 
through keeping their mouths open on things 
they don’t know anything about.” The Dill 
Pickkle Club is Bohemia in Chicago. Its Presi- 
dent is a notable Bohemian. 


In the Dill Pickle Club gather all sorts of 
people. There are unhappy yeung persons who 
think they can paint, draw, “sculp,” versify, fic- 
tionize or compose music, and who cannot. They 
struggle and strain at the arts they have chosen 
and produce dreadful stuff. They issue unlimit- 
ed quantities of futurist pictures and free verse 
and talk unlimited quantities of nonsense. There 
are art hangers on, rich folk and poor folk, too, 
who like the atmosphere of ar® and of pseudo 
art. There are middle class transient visitors 
who come to see what scandalous Bohemia looks 
like. 

The place is wide and dingy, with rows of tea 
tables. The waitresses who dispense the re- 
freshments, not always dry in the true Prohibi- 
tionistic sense, are well up On art themselves, 
and discourse estheticism with the patrons. New 
theories of art are, born in the Dill Pickle Club, 
one more foolish than the other. Poems are 
read, short stories discussed. 

But among the pickles there are fellows of 
genuine novelties of whim and bent, men who 
have knocked about a lot, who. have gained new 
slants on life through the medium of years of 
rough experience, sad weights who have been 
hoboes or deep sea sailors, and who have taken 
to arts. Among these men is Johnny Jones, 
the President df the Dill Pickle Club, a notable 
citizen’ of whom this héneymooning story has to 
deal, 

He is a tall, thin, jovial fellow. His pose is 
long, his smile is wide. He is no dandy, not 
even a dresser of average excellence. His clothes 
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are careless. Between a @ss suit and a pair 
of overalls he would joyotly select the over- 
alls. Between a high ha and a fisherman's 
weatherbeaten slouch hat, he would select the 
latter, He isa painter. Naa brush manipulator. 
of the elite school, standingn a luxurious studio 
in an expensive artist's jact, with a high feed 
model posing before him. He is the sort of 
artist who will take a box | paint and ship on 
an old fishing scow and cde back with virile 
pictures of stony, ‘wave battéd coasts. \His his- 
tory describes him perfectly, 

A decade or two ago, whethe I. W. W. was 
coming into its unpopular pminence, Johnny 
Jones was caught by the gol of social revo- 
lution according to the “hunies.” He joined 
the I. W. W. and became one | ite leaders. He 
did hard marching service foteveral years as 
a propagandist and organizer. 'e met and mar- 
ried the noted girl agitator, lizabeth Gurley 
Flynn. He was separated fromer before long. 

Here was @ banner romance. lizabeth Gurley 
Flynn has been for a dozen jrs-one of the 
foremost personages in the lab¢world. She is 
the daughter of an old-time lar leader, Tom 
Flynn, who was prominent inje Knights of 
Labor and other workingmen Mbments of the 
past generation. The girl thusas reared in 
an atmosphere of labor agitationad at sixteen 
she had embarked on @ careerf radicalism. 
She was an Hastern delegate the I. W. W. 
Convention of 1908 and from then) took a vio- 
lent part in I. W. W. activities. 4 has been a 
fiery speaker and leader in scot of strikes. 
Her chief fame in the East came h her work

of existence in the fight-laden atmosphere of the 
home. Surely this is an affair to edify more 
edifying circles than those of the “wobblies” and 
other Reds. 

After his parting from his wife, Johnny Jones 
continued his labor career alone, and for severa! 
years figured as a prominent I. W. W. He spoke 
at turbulent meetings. He rode freight trains 
and agitated among the brakemen and switch- 
men, He started strikes. He had troubles with 
the police. He led the life of an agitator of the 
more violent order. 

The end of his labor activities came in 1913. 

John Archibald Jones was a restless, reckless 
fellow who could find no faith in proper doc- 
trines. He looked about fur heresies to wed, 
found advanced art and economiies still] more 
advanced. 

I. W. W. affairs were in the crisis of a fac- 
tional fight. Ford and Foster (the latter famous 
in the recent A. F. of L. steel strike) were try- 
ing to bring the organization to their “boring 


' “bore from within” 


from within” principles. Jones joined them. 
When the 1913 I. W. W. convention refused to 
he seceded, leaving the 
I. W. W. to its fate and Big Bill Haywood. 

After that Jones retired to artistic life. He 
became a mild, theoretical anarchist and a prac- 
ticing bohemian. He lived in Chicago and con- 
fined his ambitions of leadership to the Dill 
Pickle Club. He became its President. And, 
in emulation of Cincinnatus and Candida, he 
did not plough a field or spade a garden, but 
he built a boat. 

He was a painter enamoured of the line where 
the sea meets the sky, and he was something 
of an athlete in the water. A oat, then, was 
his soil to cultivate in the days of his retire- 
ment. Also a romantic conceit had come into 
his head. He said he was building a boat in 
which to honeymoon with his next wife. 

In the back yard of the Dill Pickkle Club 
there was space to build a boat. Jones seized 
upoa it and began an extraordinary construc-

tion. He went about where buildings were being 
‘torn down and collected scrap planks. He se- 

cured some nails and an old hammer and saw. 
He gained possession somehow of an ancient 
battered Ford, and robbed it of its motor. He 
borrowed a book on “How to Build a Boat,” and 
read it through. He made reasonings and per- 
ceived new truths about nautical ballistics. His 

connubial craft should show subtle improve- 
ments in the art of maritime construction. He 
began hammering his lumber together. 

For two years the tall, skinny, long-faced, 
drawling-voiced, pipe-smoking oat builder 
could be seen hammering, measuring, sawing in 
the back yard.of the Dill Pickkle Club. And 
everybody laughed. 

“He is building a boat to drown his next wife 
in,” jokere said. 

One evening a strange girl walked among 
the frequentere of the Dill Pickle Club. She was 
dark, slender and pretty. She sat down, put a 
cigarette in her mouth and blew smoke through 
her nose in the manner of Bohemia and the 
devil. Jones talked to her and was interested. 
Her name.was Anna Mitchell. She was an 
artist fresh from New York. She had the in- 
evitable tale of heroic struggles. Her parents 
were wealthy. She was something of an heir- 
ess. She had had to overcome family opposi- 
tion to follow art. But she was bound to live 
free, love free and labor free (since she was 
unable to get any money for her paintings). 
She and Jones looked much at each other, 
clasped hands, nestled lips and a romance was 
afoot. 

With this a new importance was given the 
boat tn the back yard. 

The craft had been building for nigh onto 
two years and gradually it had taken form. It 
was @ dory, flat bottomed according to the type, 
about 18 feet long. The dncient motor would 
furnish propulsion. 

The vessel looked a queer affair and the sight 
of it provoked jeers. But Jones had faith in 
his nautical engineering. Love between fim 
and Anna Mitchell was progressing rapidly and 
he labored happily and arduously to complete 
the honeymooning barge, 


The twain were married and a little while” 
afterward the boat was done, 

A jesting piece appeared in the Chicago pa- 
pers about a strange sea conveyance that a van 
had carted from the Dill Pickle Club to the 
lake front. It looked like a boat, only it was 
lop-sided. The President of the Dill Pickle Club 
was going honeymooning in it, -«@ 

Jones’s friends laughed and thought the com- 
edy of the boat a device gain a bit of pub- 
licity. He would never vehture out in it. 

But Jones did venture out. 

One bright afternoon he and his tride took 
their places and the craft chugged out on Lake 
Michigan. They reached Milwaukee without 
mishap and turned back. A storm Blew yp. The 
ancient motor died. The preposterous boat 
turned bottom up. And garish comedy turned 
inside out, revealing its sable lining of pitiless 
tragedy. 


Vaclav Hajek, alias Count Maximilian 
Egon Potocki, Czech adventurer who 
posed as a Polish nobleman.

- YEAR or more ago reports came from Cam 
A ad4 that a Polish noble, Count Maximilian 
Egon Potocki, had been arrested by the Montreal 
police as/the chief of an anarchist conspiracy. 
The episofle was blazed in the press. An august 
mame was involved. The Potockis stood as semi- 
royalty of Poland. The Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria had decreed them fit to marry witb 
the sons and daughters of kings. J 

And now a Pptocki was caught scheming 4@ 
grandiose enterprise of overthrow and destruc- 
tion throughout Canada and the United States. , 

After a few days of publicity, nothing more 
was heard of thig red aristocrat and his con- 
spiracies. He faded from the published chronicles 
of anarchist doings and misdvings. Then he re- 


appeared a few weeks ago sans nobility or re 


sources and to-day he is a fugitive from a local 
court warrant. The warrant charges the de- 
sertion of a wronged ladé¥. With this closes the 
rare adventure of Count Potocki and the anar- 
chists. The nobleman made his entrance among 
the Reds in the~following impressive manner: 

In June, 1919, word went around among New 
York radicals that a magnificent anarchist had 
eoms amone them, an anarchist with real money, 
a grand manner and a generous disposition, who 
liked to treat imnpecunious Bolshevists to good 
food and drink, who would lend, who would do- 
nate, who had made sizeable gifts to the anar- 
chist paper Freedom. He was a man of means 
gone red, the report ran, and the head of a ) 
financed organization to get revolutionists Over 
to Russia. He called himself Max Wollakin. 

A may of looks. He was of comfortable height 
and girth. His o% told of a life of ample pleas- 
ures. He fingered a heavy black mustache. His 
speech held evidences of education. His bearing 
carried the distinction of Slavic middle age. His 
dress and grooming betokened gentility. This 
lordly fellow. sat about in meeting rooms and 
coffee houses with cynical mouthed Bolshevists, 
I. W. W.’s and afternoon tea anarchists, and 
joined them in all their reasonings, mockeries 
and denunciations. He outdid them. 

There was a dark, comely woman who heard 
him and was moved, 

She was the treasurer of one of the anarchist 
groups, a tried and devoted revolutionary and 
a personage among the Reds. He met her one 
night at an east side radical meeting. They 
talked for an hour, and then adjourned to a tea 
room and talked for two hours more. She was 
eagerly interested in her high-mannered ac- 
quaintance, who was so full of the pure red 
flame of the revolution. They swapped extremist 
phrases, and then the pleasantries of lovemaking, 
such as flourish between Reds of mature age. In 
a little while they were known as man and wife. 

It was an ideal union, such as has been. ex- 
tolled by advanced thinkers. A union of con- 
fiding comradeship, according to the formyla— 
only the gentleman’s confidegces omitted certain 
interesting data. ‘ 

In the pleasantest days of the preceding spring 
all good citizens had been moved to wrath by 
the notorious Mayday bomb plot. <A score of 
g@infernal machines, deceptively stamped with the 
forged mark of Gimbel Brothers and addressed 
to some of the most prominent people in the 
country, were found in the mails. Only by great 
good fortune had a deadly stroke of terror been 
avoided. All good citizens, as has been remarked, 
were moved to wrath, especially the good vitizens 
to whom the bombs were addressed. A circle of 
wealthy men. the story runs, put together a fund 
of half a million dollars. to finance a search for 
the miscreants. A group of private detectives 
were engaged and much sleuthing began. 

Not many days afterward a distinguished look-

and confided that he was a prominent anarchist.

What they did not 
know may be summed briefly. } 

Their man’s main knowledge of anarchy and 
anarchists ws that it is often easy té gull other- 
wise sophisticated persons with tales of anarchy 
and anarchists. The facts abgut him ran as 
follows: 3 

He was a Czech whose true name read Vaclav 


salesman of:miscellaneous wares. He had come 
to America shortly before {he outbreak .of the 
war and had taken residence in Philadelphia. 
There he led a varied existence. He had seen 
possibilities in the Bolshevist agitation that 
presently had prevailed. The game had thken 
his fancy. He had served as an agent for the 
Department of Justice, but shortly had been 
dismissed with no show of honors. He had de- 
serted a wife and three children—so it was 
charged—and eloped to New York with~another 
woman, first inducing her to séll her Phila- 
delphia house and turn \the money over to him. 


Arriving in New York City Hajek returned to 
his favorite game, playing on the current hatred 
of Bolshevism. 'He made charges of radicalism 
‘to the Department of Justice against the Bo- 
hemian newspaper, Hias Lidu, a charge which 
was not sustained. For this he receivepe a 
beating from a subscriber of the paper. Editor 
Greger of the Hlas Lidu printed an attack 
against him. He instituted~a libel suit. Upon 
being told by Greger that his complete record 
was available for exposure, he,dropped the suit. 

With the Mayday bomb plot and the forma- 
tion of the private bomb hunting agency, Hajek 
saw opportunity come to him. The detective 
chiefs were “caught by his plausibility. They 
saw themselves with a big anarchist leader in 
their way. They dowered the shppery fellow 
with a handsome salary and expense budget, and 
sent him. to catch the Mayday bombsmen. 


He laid great store on his alliance with the 
anarchist treasurer. Incidentally he deserted 
the woman he had eloped with, who meanwhile 
had presented him with twins, and took resi- 
dence with his new love. The bomb hunting 
detectives were duly advised of this. — ee 

There was an evening when Hajek reigned at 
a tableful of Reds in a Hungarian table d’hote 
place. He climaxed by producing a handful of 
letters from Alegander Berkman, from Dr. Fried- 
rich Adler, the Austrian extremist leader, and 
from the Irish Countess Markiviecz of the Sinn 
Fein. One of Hajek’s tricks was to correspond 
with distant revolutionary celebrities and court 
commendatory replies. The next day the letters 
went to the bomb-hunting detectives. Hajak 
hinted that he was a great nobleman in disguise, 
that he was Count Potocki of Poland. 


At home he had lived as a wandering ®

most estimable citizen: He packed his trunk 
with papers indicating that he was Count 
Potocki, anarchist. ‘ 

They travelled like capitalists, arrived in 
Montreal, and put up at the best suite of 
the best, hotel, the one at which the Prince 
of Wales had stopped. Hajek nfight have 
seemed a greater guest than the Prince. 

The arrest was spectacular... A squad 
of secret service men broke in upon 
the Dunn couple. Hajek, a powerful fel- 
low, resisted convincingly. His trunks 
were forced open, his . papers exam- 
ined, Sensation! ‘Hajek broke from the de- 
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tectives | who had pinioned him seized a bottle 
of ink and dashed the obliterating fluid over 
some of the evidence. He spoke magniloquent 
phrases about his devotion to the proletariat. 
His Countess spoke phrases equally magnilo- 
quent. The twain were lodged in jail. 

Then the name of Count Potocki, anarchist 
chief, was circulated over the continent. The 
Countess was deported to the United States. The 
Count was held in confinement. In a few days 
be was .\back in New York. He explained that 
he had fought with his guards and escaped. He 
professed to be in hiding from the police, a ro- 
mantic attitude among the Reds. He took on the 
air of a great fugitive. , 

It aroused the imagination of the bomb-hunting 
detectives. It was a brave thing for a ‘secret 
police agency to have a Count Miximilian Egon

Back from the War, He - 
Learns a Thing or Two 

About Life and the Girl

One of the oddest and most strik« 
ing sets recently achleved in mo- 
tion picturedom is that of the swim« 
ming pool and Neptune’s court which 
was built at the Thomas H. Ince 
studios at Culver City, Cal., for the 
production of “The Magic Life,” in 
which House Peters and Florence 
Vidor are starred. 

To insure the proper effect of 
spaciousness and luxury, the came~« 
ras shot through two interiors to-«- 
ward the sumptuous swimming pool 
in the background with King Nep- 
tune on his throne, tossing immac<« 
ulately clad men and beautiful wom 
en into the pool as his royal fancy 
dictated. 

The cement swimming pool at the 
Ince studios was utilized for these 
water scenes. Over and around this 


|outdoor pool was built a big set 


which cost $10,000 and required 
force of from 75 te 160 men four 
weeks to complete. | 

Considerable care was required 


during the filming of the scene, too, 
to keep the actors thrown into the : 
pool from becoming entangled with 
the overlapping structure of the set. 
Guards were stationed around just 
outside the range of the cameras to 
keep close jJookout for any possible 
accidents. About a dozen profes- 
sional diving girls were employed, 
but others who were thrown into the 
* tate were not expert swimmers, — 

en in full evening dress were 
tossed unceremoniously into tke 
water. 

Cameras shooting from all an- 
gles showed the laughing King Nep- 
tune on his throne in the middle of 
the pool, struggling forms in the 
water, close-ups of frightened or

Many Vital Branches. 

It is a recognized fact that the work 
of producing motion pictures com- 
prises and includes perhaps more vi- 
tal branches or varieties of industrial 
and artistic work than any other pres- 
ent-day industry. Each of these 
ous departments is of prime impor- 
tance to film production, and to dis- 
pense with any one of them would 
have a paralyzing effect on the making 
of motion pictures in their present 
high stage of advancement. But of all 
these departments or branches, the 
scenic department must of necessity 
rank among the very fotemost in im- 
portance. And of all phases_of film 
production, the scenic or decorative 
art has perhaps shown the greatest 
advance. Compare, for instance, the 
crude, two-walled, water-color painted 
setting of a few years back with the 
handsome, skilfully decorated, oil- 
painted, tinted, plastered and artistic- 
ally perfect setting of today. The ac- 
tor still acts, to a great extent, just 
as he used to act, the stories are still 
prepared in the same way, and many 
other phases, although they have made 
noticeable advances and. improve- 
ments, none have shown such marked 
development as has the scenic art. 

Entertain No Fears. 

The quotation which begins this 
article might give rise to a few ques- 
tions on the part of the layman. “How 
is it possible to decorate a large set- 
ting, in one day's time, so that it will 
resemble the lobby of the palatial ho-

tel St. Francis in San Francisco?” he 
might ask. Or “how can a department 
manager take a still photograph of the 
interior of the St. Francis lobby, and 
from that, give instructions as to just 
what kind and colors of paint, tint, 
wall paper or art.work to be used?” 
“What if he should apply the wrong 
color or paint, so that the setting 
wouldn’t photograph like the original, 
and the job should have to be. done all 
over again? Wouldn’t this draw the 
work out to two or three days’ time?” 
and ny other similar questions. . 

But Mr. Dunaway and his assistants 
have no such fears. They know the 
game thoroughly. They know just what 
kind of color or paint to put on here 
or what kind of paper or plaster should 
be applied. there. They know photo- 
graphic values to perfection. They 
know that if they can’t secure a cer- 
tain shade of brown paint or tint 
which appears in the original, that 
they can mix up a certain combination 
of green that will appear, on the film, 
exactly the same shade as the brown 
would appear when photographed. Mr. 
Dunaway is a camouflage expert and 
he knows, without the shadow ofa 
doubt, that he and his men can turn 
out that set, fully decorated and a per- 
fect photographic replica of the orig- 
inal, in one day’s time, if necessary. 
He has a record for never having held 
up a single company on account of a 
mistake in interior decoration, and has 
never had to go over a single set twice. 

Do All Decorating. 

“The work of the scenic department, 
briefly stated,” says Mr. Dunaway, “is 
to decorate both interior and exterior 
settings; to secure certain effects that 
so nearly resemble the real thing that 
the photographic value is the same, 
such as the camouflaging of a floor so 
that it will be made to resemble tile or 
stone, the making by painted effects, of 
imitation marble, as in pillars or wall 
surfaces, and the tinting and decorat- 
ing of plaster so that it photographs 
like bronze, gold or other metals; to 
produce almost over night the effects 
of age and decay of hundreds of years 
in architecture and various kinds of 
construction; to make a brick build- 
ing look like a dingy tenement house, 
simply by a few well placed strokes 
with a brush dipped in the right kind 
of paint or tint, and t3 secure count- 
less other eff-r* tion, Many 
examples of Wiiw.. . vé mention- 
ed. And most important of all, per- 
haps, is the negotiation of this work 
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speedily, in the short space of a few 
hours, if required, and to secure -ac- 
curacy and obtain the exact effect de- 
sired on the first application of paint 
or tint, as time is generally the prime 
consideration.” 

Under the general head of the 
scenic department are included the 
following branches: Paper hanging, 
painting, tinting, sign writing, deco- 
ration work, landscape painting and 
all genera] camouflage work. 

Walls Would Shake. 

Mr. Dunaway, in discussing the de- 
velopment of the scenic art in motion 
picture production during his five 
years at the studio, made some in- 
teresting comparison. | 

“When I came to work at the stu- 
dio five years ago,” he stated, “they 
were building the majority of the set- 
tings—by putting up two canvas fiats 
for the two walls. A door was gener- 
ally built in, but these doors like those 
in ah old-time stage setting, were 
simply out in the canvas, and when 
they were opened or closed, the entire 
wall of the setting would shake and 
quiver. This was often noticeable on 
the screen. Many of the properties or 
furnishings were often painted right 
on the walls. For instance, I often 
went into a set which was nothing 
more than the two flats just described. 
We would then proceed to paint the 
flats, paint in the windows and drapes, 
the baseboards, the door sashes and a 
few pictures on the wall. In kitchen 
sets, I remember having painted in the 
stove and cupboard, and the kitchen 
window with a view of the back yard

as supposedly seen through the win- 
dow. This work was all done with 
black and white and different interven- 
ing shades of water colors. Nowadays, 
oils are used almost exclusively in in- 
terior decoration and the decorator’s 
art, instead of being confined to the 
rough work of drawing in furniture 
and investiture, is applied to the many 
details of decoration as.in genuine 
homes and structures, and the secur- 
ing of imitation effects which will pho- 
tograph so nearly like what they are 
supposed to represent that on the 
screen they present the perfect illu- 
sion. This latter knowledge must all 
be gained through practical experi- 
ence, as it is comparatively a new art 
and involves an understanding of the 
photographic values of color. 


Painted on Walls. 
“A few years ago, a fireplace and 
mantel would most likely have been 
painted on the wall of the setting, 


whereas now, the fireplace and mantel 
are actually built in with materials, 
which when camouflaged by the artist, 
resemble stone, glazed brick, marble 
or whatever is required. The motion 
picture decorator today is more than 
the rough scenic artist. He is the 
skilled interior decorator, who has 
acquired, besides this ability, a know!l- 
edge of photographic values, and keep- 
ing that pdint in view, his work is ex- 
actly the same as that which is done 
in the finest homes and beautiful in- 
teriors, except that he must be able 
to do in a day what other decorators 
would take a week to accomplish. He 
can not take time to experiment and 
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study. He must know, in advance, just 
what is to be done, and then do it quick- 
ly. Other artists confine their work 
to the camouflaging of settings to pro- 
duce realistic imitations, and other 
effects, such as age, décay, long usage, 
local color, etc., such as in the case 
of the wall of a tenement building or 
the interior of a blacksmith shop. 


Value of Colors. 
“The photographic values of vari- 
ous colors, constitutes one of the most 
important phases of the work with 


which a scenic artist in motion pic- 
tures must be familiar. Certain col- 
ors, known as“cool’ colors, photo- 
graph light, and the other class or so- 
called ‘warm’ colors, photograph light. 
Light yellow, light blug pink are cool 
colors and photograph very light or 
white. Yellow, red, dark blue, laven- 
der orange and similar colors, photo- 
graph with various degrees of dark- 
ness. Often, when two colors which, 
to the eye, are light and dark, respec- 
tively, are seen under the eye of the 
camera, the one which was light will 
be dark and one which looked dark 
will show up lighter than the one 
which to the eye appeared the lightest. 
There is an example of this in a set- 
ting which ts used in Thomas 
Meighan’s new Paramount picture, 
‘Easy Street.’ The door facings, fire- 
place and other woodwork are paint- 
ed a medium light yellow, and the wall 
paper is a shade of gray. Photo- 
graphically, the yellow is darker than 
the gray. 
Ruined Beautifal Settings. 
“Sometimes the most beautiful set- 


tings are ruined by color combinations, 
which apear to the eye perfectly gorg- 
eous, but which, on the film jump and 
clash or run together. I have seen 
beautiful imitation marble work which 
has lost, under the camera, all sem- 
blance to the genuine marble and has 
come out on the screen a mess of 
clashing colors. All of this shows the 
great importance in this work of a 
through knowledge of the photo- 
graphic values of colors and color 
combinations. 

“The blending or clashing of colors 
is illustrated by the following exam- 
ple. A wall might be finished in a 
shade of green and then the woodwork 
or trimming colored in brown. If this 
brown is of a certain shade of dark- 
ness, it will photograph just the same 
as or just a shade different than the 
green, thus producing a very ugly ef- 
fect, but one which to the ‘eye might 
have looked perfectly suitable. 

“Hilation is another thing that must 
be watched and avoided. Hilation is 
the reflection of light by a glossy 
gurface which causes a light blur to 
the camera, with the result that in 
that particular spot all detail is lost. 
Often a painting on the wall, if pho- 


tographed from a certain angle, will 


present stch a hilation that the de- 
tails of the picture can not be seen at 
al 
Reproduce Gorgeous Painting. 

Striking examples of the length to 
which the scenic artist now goes to 
achieve realism and perfection in set- 
ting and detail, are the beautiful and 


valuable oil paintings which are pre- 
pared by special artists to decorate the 
walls of settings. . In the lobby of the 
St. Francis Hotel in San Francisco 
hangs a large painting of one of the 
beauty spots of the northern Califor- 
nia mountains. For the setting which 
was built as a replica of this lobby, 
and which was discussed in the be- 
ginning of this article, a perfect re- 
production of this gorgeous painting 
was prepared by a skilled artist at 
the studio. The artist began his work 
upon the picture several weeks before 
the setting was to be constructed, and 
when his painting was finished, it was 
a genuine work of rare beauty and 
artistic achievement of the highest or- 
der. 
Hand-Painted Wall Papcr. 

The responsibility of the work of 
decoration is left entirely to Mr. Dun- 
away and his department. The direc- 
tor simply points out a setting and ex- 
plains what kind of a setting it is to be 
and what effects he wished. The work-

Then the scenic department, co-op- 
crating with the research department, 
obtains a photograph, or illustration 
of this old hand-painted wall paper, 
and after the walls are prepared, the 
scenic artist proceeds to work out 
a similar hand-painted decorative 
Stheme. 

All replicas of famous fnteriors or 
exteriors, many of which have been 
constructed in the past few months, 


are decorated with a still picture, or 4 a 


a crude photographic reproduction 
clipped from a magazine, as the only 
guide for the decorative artist. The 
decorator’s knowledge must extend to 
all kinds of settings, both exteriors 
and interiors, in all parts and nations 
of the #orld, and in many periods of 
art’s history. For example, in recent 
months, the department was called up- 
on to reproduce the interior and ex- 
terior of St. Mary’s church of Lon- 
don, the interior of the hotel at Monte 
Carlo, and entire street fn Shanghai, 
China, a New York tenement street, a 
San Francisco dock scene, and num- 
erous modern settings with a decora- 
tive scheme patterned after various 
periods of American, French and Eng~- 
lish interiors ‘and exteriors. 


Prominent Staff of Artista. 
Among the personnel of Mr. Duna- 
way’s staff of artists, are found many 
with famous records of artistic 


achievement. The most prominent of 
these, perhaps, is Hans Ledeboer, a 
Holland artist. Mr. Ledeboer was 
born in Holland of Dutch and French 
parentage and studied art and deco- 
ration in Rotterdam and The Hague 
Twelve years ago he came to America 
because of the wider opportunities of- 
fered by this country for his work, 
as in Holland nearly all decorating 
was done in white work at that time. 
Since coming to America .he has 
achieved considerable fame. In Chi- 
cago, he was commissioned to paint 
Holland scenes for the Onondaga Hotel 
in Syracuse, New York, and later he 
also did the mural decorations for the 
Rathskeller grill, besides the decora- 
tive scheme for one of the large thea- 
ters of that city.

“These figures show that the 
crop for the last two years was 
distinctly less than that of 1917 and 
1918. Yet no part of the 1917 and 
1918 crop sold for less than 6 cents 
a pound to the growers and some of 
it high as 8.3 cents.

“We must, therefore, ascribe the 
present relatively low price of pea- 
nuts to something else than Oover- 
production.

Shelled Peanuts. 

“The above price ae relate to 
sacked peanuts in the hands of the 
farmers. If we take the prices on 
shelled peansits we find a drop of 
from :16 to 9 cents a pound. The 
present price of Oriental shelled 

eanuts ready for delivery at San 
Francisco is now’ given at 9% 
This is about 2 cents less 
than the farmer was getting for 
unshelled peanuts six months ago. 

“There is anohher reason forthe 
drop in the price of peanut prod- 
ucts aside from Oriental produc- 
tion. That is the marked decline 
in cotton seed and linseed prod- 
ucts. They could not compete with 
cotton and linseed products if they 
did not decline with the latter. 
Since March 1 cotton seed oil has 
dropped from 15.30 to 10.50 cents a 
pound and linseed oil trom 1.55 to 
1.02 a gallon. Linseed meal has 
dropped from $70'tp $60 a ton. 

“Arhere are competing products 
with peanut prod 


ts which have 
likewise dropped ring the same 
period; crude peanut oil from 22 
cents a pound to 9 cents a pound 
and 30 per cent peanut meal from 
$65 a ton to $53 a ton. It would 
appear that as far as peanut prod- 
ucts are concerned they would have 
peen forced down in price by this 
competition regardless of importa- 
tions from the Orient. 
Reports From Ortent. 
“Reports from the Orient are 
that this year’s crop of peanuts is 
substantially less than last year’s 
and more tonnage for European 
paints is available so that it seems 
probable that imports from China 
and Japan will not be as heavy 
during the coming year. In fact the 
imports relative to last year be- 
gan to diminish in July and Au- 
gust of this year. 
“The foregoing, perhaps, con- 
stitute the explanation of price 
situation in this commodity. The 
commission is so short of funds 
that it would be out of the ques- 
tion at the present time to send 
men into the field to obtain fur- 
ther informatiom.-.The decline 
would appear to besomewhat in 
line with the declines which are 
now 80 prevalent, not only in agri- 
cultural products, but prices of 
manufactured goods.as well.”

TARIFF ON PEANUTS 
URGED BY GROWERS 


Southern Democrats in Con- 
gress Placed in Awkward 
Position.

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Washington, D. C., November 
When southern members of congress 
return to their seats two weeks 
from tomorrow they will find con- 
fronting them the very live question 
of a tariff on peanuts. 

Southern peanut growers in North 
Carolina, Virginia and Georgia want 
it—they want it high and, according 
to reports that are coming to Wash- 
ington in advance of the members 
of congress, they intend to put up 
a terrible scrap to get it. 

Just what southern democracy ,ijs 
going to do about it is hard to tell. 
None of the southern senators in- 
terested is yet in Washington and 
individual views on the peanut are 
not available. Those members of 
the house who have arrived hold 
divergent views about the matter. 
Representative Flood, of Virginia, 
for intsance, is opposed to a protec- 
tive tariff on the goober largely 
because a protective tariff is at 
variance with democratic tenets. 
His district is not so much of a pea- 
nut growing district as the séctions 
represented by other Virginia legis- 
lators who are reported to be in 
favor of a tariff. 

One of the staunchest party men 
in the ‘house, Representative John 
H. Small, of the first North Caro- 
lina district, takes another view of 
the matter. 

“As a democrat I would not initi- 
ate a protective tariff measure,” 
said Mr. Small, “but If the republi- 
cans intend to enact such legisla- 
tion, and they undoubtedly do, I 
cannot see why agricultural products 
should be exempted.” : 

Oriential Competition. 

This is not far from the view that 
Senator F Simmons, ranking 
democrat on the senate finance com- 
mittee, is apt to take. Senator Sim- 
mons’ tariff views are not altogeth- 
er orthodox, anyhow, accor@ing to 
Jefferson democrats, and it would 
not be surprising to see him abam- 
pion the protective measure for the 
farmers as he did the protective 
tariff on lumber several years ago. 

Senator Oscar Underwood, of Ala- 
bama, minority leader of the demo- 
crats and co-author with Senator 
Simmons of the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff, is reported to be strongly op- 
posed to the tariff on peanuts. 

The peanut growers are claiming 
that the cheapness of coolie labor 
in China makes it possible for the 
Orient countries to send peanuts 
over here cheaper than they can be 
grown. This is the principal reason 
they want protection and they want 
a good measure of protection.
